when they arrive home .that they will act, 
and manifest their : devotion- to the ..Union 
above all other, interests and sentiments, by 
speaking for ths Union, by voting .for the 
Union, and if it should.be demanded,.send-, 
ing, even giving;,, their money for. the Union, 
and fighting in the last ,resort for the Un-.

Mr. Douglas! said he never ceased to 


hope while there was hope, and thought he 
saw Indications to Jay. 
Why not adopt the 


amendment that congress has no power to 
legislate on the subject of slavery, except 
to perlorm the duties regarding fugitives, 
and prohibit the slave trade—wilh that we 
might have peace." 


!Mr. Hale expressed surprise that the sen- 


ator from Illinois regarded with surprise 
the approbation he showed at the remarks 
of the senator from Virginia. 
The latter 


said the people of Virginia are satisfied 
with the constitution, and asked no conces- 
sions.. He was.willing to take the consti- 
tution as it was; 
The hopes of mankind 


wer freighted in the ship of the Union, and 
none but madmen would give it up to try 
a ^new experiment. 
He paid an eloquent 


tribute to the';enterprise and industry of 
New England. 
He might go to the cotton 


fields of the south and see but for New 
England, cotton which they call king would 
now be a beggar.- It was also said that the 
north-west was going off. . Well, good bye, 
but give us back our jewels—;givis back the 
senator from Illinois with his great princi- 
ple, for he belongs to us. ' If Ohio goes, 
give back her thundering orator, Wade, for 
he belongs to us. No, not till men have 
lost all recollecl-ion, would Urn west, leave 
New Eugland. 
He would be willing to do 


anything reasonable to save'the country; 
but if the south insists, let' them go, and 
when they return we will kill the fatted 
calf.,

Mr. Wigfall declared that the south would 


never submit to coercion, and would never 
coma back.

concerning this doctrine, concluding with 
the hope that the Union will be preserved,

The editor of the Charleston Mercury is 


a Massachusetts man; he has only been 
two or three vears in the South, 


every night; from six to twelve years ot 
age, 10 hours are needed; and from twelve 
to the full growth of the body, not less than 
9 hours of sleep are absolutely necessary. 
After that period, 8 hours may answer, 
though 9 are better. 


A sure recipe for securing restless sleep 


and the "kicking off " of the* bed covers, 
is to allow children, or grown up people 
even, to eat hearty suppers, A light diet 
of bread and milk, say a cup full—not a 
great bowl full—is all that a child needs, 
and all it should have after dinner. Give 
them this at 5 o'clock P. M., and accustom 
them to go to bed invariably at 6 or 6J o'- 
clock, summer and winter, and they will 
sleep soundly during all the evening! and 
through the night. After the age of three, 
it is better not to accustom children to 
sleep during the day.- Then, by making it 
an invariable rule for them to go to bed at 
6 or 6J P. M., they will quickly drop to 
sleep. 
Were there no consideration of 


health, the convenience of having children 
" out of the way " during the evening, would 
be a sufficient inducement to this plan.— 
We repeat that it is perfectly easy to accus- 
tom children to this,—if the rule be adhered 
to. We speak from successful experience, 
as well as from observation. 


Rocking, or carrying, or singing even an 


infant child to sleep, induces one of the 
worst habits you can teach it. Put an in- 
fant in a bed or a crib, and let it lie there 
until it cries itself to sleep, even if it does 
sob for an hour or two, and in a very few 
days it will go into a quiet slumber quite 
as quickly as if shaken in the arms, or in a 
cradle. 
The truth is, few mothers or nur- 


ses have the courage or patience to endure 
the crying for the first few trials required, 
and so they go on, slaves for years. If a 
child wakens, do not take it up or make the 
slightest effort to soothe it, or you will soon 
inculcate a bad and needless habit. Let it 
lie—if it cries, no matter how hard—nerve 
yourself against any interference, and it 
will soon cease-to expect aid or caresses. 
If a bad habit has already been formed, it 
will require longer and more persevering 
efforts to break it up, but it can always be 
done. Try our recommendations, mothers,- 
and you will find them valuable, and will 
save yourselves a world of care, and length- 
en your .days and promote the health of 
your little ones.—American Agriculturist.

tering stock in winter: 
" Farmers know well that water is dimin- 


ished in quantity in grass when the sum- 
mer has departed, and there is an absence 
of beat and light, and most people know 
the evil result when animals consume green 
food with the hoar frost upon it, or when 
very wet from rains. Nature has indicated 
that wa should make hay while the sun 
shines, as a provision for winter, and that 
' the grass having lost 65 per cent, of water 


by drying, we must make up for^ the defi- 
ciency by providing our animals with drink. 
Nature has taught them the proper quanti- 
ties to take, and a wise farmer would in 
cold weather take care that the temperature 
of the water should tie warm, and thus our 
live stock would fatten with a smaller quan- 


- tity of food. Farm or other horses would 
much less often die from gripes and inflam- 
mation, if when they came in heated from 
their work they were allowed to drink warm 
water instead of being walked into a horse- 
pond, or allowed to drink water many de- 
grees below the temperature of the stomach. 
Our London brewers understand this. A 
small steam-pipe passes through their water- 
tanks, keeping the water always at proper 
warmth. The horses drink when they please 
without risk of injury. Bullocks ought to 
be treated in the same way.
